And that is 
why we bave sought, for nearly 10 
years, still seek and will discuss in 
Geneva radical, equitable, verifiabie 
reductions in these vast arsenals of 
offensive nuclear weapons.

Preserving lives. No peace is more 
fundamental than that.

But just as we all know what peace

A peace based on repression cannot 
be true peace and is secure only when 
individuals are free to direct their 
own governments.
